Frankfort, Ky., March 21, ’93. 

Thd winter has been unusually 
severe, both on grain and stock. The 
fall grasses were ail cut very short by 
the continued dry weather, and all 
kinds of stock had to be fed nnd cared 
for very early. Reports as to the 
wheat crop are very varied. It has 
had much to contend with from the 
time it was planted to the present. 
Though tha full the ground was so 
very dry that seeding was done with 
great difficulty. In many places the 
whent was sown in dust, and in some 
instances did not germinate for more 
than thirty days, and of course, made 
very little growth for winter. The 
snow iu the greater part of the Btate 
was great protection to the plant,

living very tender; some farmers think 
that the crop was compromising the 
20th of this mouth as it was the same 
time last year. Many farmers write 
very encouragingly that the hard win- 
ter is over; that their stock has come 
through the winter lietter than they 
expected, and that they have enough 
feed left to make their crop. The 
weather is fine for plowiug now, and 
if it continues, the farm work will be 
well advanced. The condition of 
wheat is placed at 90 ptr cent. 

OATS, 

The oat crop is nearly all sown; the 
crop will be small. It ought to be 
good, as it was put in in good time. 
The acreage and condition I will give 
in my next report. 

IfEMP. 

The hemp crop being broken out; 
the quality is reported very fine. The 
acreage is growing smaller every year. 
The comparative condition was given 
in a former report. The quality, as 
compared to last year, is 95 per cent. 

HORSES AND MULES. 

They have both wintered well ; 
comparatively free from disease; some 
twenty counties report distemper, and 
one county (Ballard) reports some 
cases of glandcfs among the horses; 
but the authorities were very prompt 
to take steps to check the disease, hav- 
ing killed and burned several head, 
and it has entirely disappearep. 

HOGS. 

From every county conies the same 
report as to the shortage of the hog 
crop. In my government report I 
asked as to the comparative number 
of blood sows, which was very consid- 
erably less than former years, as low 
as sixty percent., which, of course, 
promises badly for a full crop this 
year. By care and attention and 
plenty of com, stimulated by high 
.prices, will niakt a difference in in- 
creasing the number. I have a very 
full report as to the quality of the 
hogs, but not us to the quantity; will 
try to be more spefic next month, and 
get the amount of shortage. Cholera 
is reported.in many counties; but the 
greatest complaint in the scarcity. 

CATTLE. 

The condition of cattle is reported 
good. No disease reported anywhere; 
the per cent, is placed 'at ninety-five. 
The number fed this year, as compared 
with former years, is placed at 90 per 
cent.

The mis- 
tress of the house cooked for us, and for 
her trouble, her lire, her lump, her beds, 
her houseroom, including even the vege- 
tables of her little garden which she used 
for our soup, each of us gave her twelve 
pence halfpenny a mouth.

Ivory anklets, often very heavy, are 
only worn by the Ilw women of wealth 
an-i importance, bnt the metal anklets 
worn by others may be many pounds in 
weight, and some of them wear huge 
brass plates, perhaps a foot in diameter, 
which, once fixed to the ankles, are never 
removed. The men wear a singlo strip 
of cotton cloth, but thoso who come 
much in contact with the Europeans are 
now learning to wear trousers. Their 
weapons are flintlocks, bows and spears 
— tho latter both for hurling and thrust- 
ing. 

The huts are built of mud and mat- 
ting and are quadrangular in shape. The 
center is an open courtyard, at one end 
of which is the apartment of the hood of 
the bouse, while the wives and family 
are accommodated in other rooms on the 
right and left of the courtyard. There
